Mrs. Heath said last week, referring to the agreement to 
pay Mr. Meyer $60,000 for the 1977-78 school year in 
exchange for his resignation, "all parties felt this was the 
best way to resolve the insurmontable differences which 
existed between Mr. Meyer and the board of education." 

Mr. Meyer said, V' never received a list of the 
differences." 

M rs. Hea th said. "The morality of this issue, is quite 
disturbing to the board. Mr. Meyer agreed to-the terms of 
the settlement, accepted the money-called for, but is now 
unwilling to live by the terms and understandings derived 
through negotiations in which he participated." 

Meyer's response was, "I have lived up to the terms of 
both the written contractual agreement and tr/e 
discussions surrounding them. Never was there any 
discussion concerning my contractual rights as a 
teacher." 

Mr. Meyer added that the only way he could get a full 
retirement pension in Illinois would be to serve ,a 
minimum of two more years in the public system. 

"It would mean between $5,000 and $6,000 annually in 
extra pension," he said.
